For Betrothal Ceremony 


Future King of Italy Is Wel- 


comed at Brussels by Bel- 
gian Royalty 


Brussels—W)—Umberto, prince of 


Piedmont. Italy's 25-year-old crown 
prince, arrived 
here today to ask 


King Albert for the hand of his 23- 
year-old daughter. 
Princess Marie 


Jose, in marriage. Formal sanction 
will be given and announcement of 
the engagement made probably to- 
morrow. 


King Albert and his two sons, all 


in plain clothes, met the prince at 
the railway station. A large number 
of Italians were on the platform and 
were introduced by the Italian am- 
bassador. Italians 
waiting outside 


shouted "long live Italy." 


The prince and his suite are trav- 


eling incognito. 


The dark-eyed and romantic look- 


ing young prince was moved visibly 
by the warmth and ardor of his re- 
ception. He shook hands with King 
Albert and the Belgian princes while 
press men, photographers 
and on- 


lookers^ outside the station, anxious 
for a. view of him, almost overcame 
the police' cordon. They waited at the 


station long after the royal party 
had left by the side 
door and had 


reached the royal home at Laeken. 


The remainder of today was to be 


devoted to- the betrothal ceremony 
which will be celebrated in the strict 
intimacy of the palace. t 


The prince, who occupies an apart- 


ment at the Italian embassy, will ap- 
pear tomorrow in the uniform of col- 
onel of the Ninety-second infantry, 
wearing the grand ribbon of Leopold 
order which King Albert intends to 
bestow upon him. Ho 
will lay a 


wreath upon the unknown soldier's 
tomb. 


The Italian prince was in civilian 


clothes, wore a silk hat and a gray 
necktie similar to King Albert's. He 
somewhat disappointed 
the thous- 


ands of women who had difficulty in 
identifying the smiling young man 
as the heir to the Italian* throne. 


Nevertheless the prince was sup 


rounded as he made his way through 
cheering crowds to a car waiting al 
the station whence he was driven im- 
mediately to Laeken 
palace where 


Queen Elizabeth and Princess Marie 
Jose awaited him. 


After cordial greetings, the prince 


drove to the Italian embassy to com- 
ply with state formalities.

ticker tape.

again sent share prices into a head- 
long decline on the New York Stock 
exchange today, after yesterday's 
brief breathing spell. More than a 
score of leading issues dropped $5 
to $10 a share, while a handful of 
the more volatile stocks tumbled $15 
to a maximum of $96. Trading, how- 
ever, was in but moderately large 
volume, the ticker quotations falling 
only about 15 minutes behind trans- 
actions on the floor. 


As v yesterday's rally assumed only 


moderate proportions, in contrast to 
the rebound which followed the col- 
lapse of prices early in the month, 
traders did not find it yery convinc- 
ing, and there was a rush of nervous 
selling, as soon as "bears" were able 
to uncover vulnerable spots. The 
market showed some rallying ten- 
dencies during the forenoon, such 
issues as U. S. Steel, American Can, 
General Electric and Stone and Web- 
ster rising from $2 to ?7, but these 
gains were short lived.

to condcnserics and that the state 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets take the initiative in starting 
this organization. 


Another resolution recommends to 


the National Cooperative Milk Pro- 
ducers federation that a national 
cream sales organization be develop- 
ed' and that this proposition be con- 
sidered at the St. Paul meeting.

Pioneers chopped trees, cleared and 


fenced their land that they might 
work it. Modern farm'ers clear away 
trees and eliminate unnecessary fen- 
ces so that their field may be larger, 
more regular and more conveniently 
and rapidly tilled. Just as the pion- 
eer needed to hew his flelds^rom the 
woods, so must the modern machine 
'farmer clear the woods from 
his 


fields, feels County Agent Gus Sell. 


"Not only may occasional clumps 


of trees and brush be removed in re- 
shaping and rearranging our fields to 
meet the demands of m'achine cultiva- 
tion, but untold numbers of unneces- 
sary fallen down fences, swails and 
swamps, rocky knolls and weed In- 
fested areas need to become a part 
of the entire tillable area and make 
way for 'larger more rapid machin- 
ery. 


"Then time, that is now being 


wasted in going through or around 
all of these waste spots and obstruc- 
tions, will be used to Increase farm 
incomes. This saving will be consid- 
erable, but the largest labor waste 
found today Is the vast amount of 
time spent in turning around on the 
ends of short fields. A turn never 
produces a thing when the plows 
are out of the ground," says F. \V". 
Duffee, agricultural engineer at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


Due to modern farms growing con- 


stantly larger; due to fewer men till- 
ing more acres through the necessity 
of speedier machinery and to 
the 


combining of several small farms in- 
to fewer large ones; the present shift 
affords 
ample opportunity to re- 


shape our fields and make them more 
regular, explain;) Duffee. 


"By making tillable fields as large 


as possible, fewer fences will be need- 
ed. Better fences can be constructed 
at tho cost of the long lines of un- 
necessary • 'rickety' ones. "Stock can 
then i harvest as much of their own 
fee'd^ as possible and" act* as scavcn- 
gers'in cleaning up fields from which

WEDDING RITES ARE 


MADE TO ORDER BY 


NEWEST RELIGION 


Creeds Denounce Man Who 


Would Replace Old Ritual 
NWith New 


BY HORTEXSE SAUXDERS 


New Yorfe — A made-to-order In 


stead of a hand-me-down marriage 
service is one of the products of the 
fecw Humanist religion Introduced re- 
cently in "New York by the Rev. 
Charle-i F. Potter. 


This ceremony will be taken from 


1 no accepted ritual of any denomina- 


tion, but will bo an informal, indivl 
dual agreement, based upon vows set 
down by the man and woman who 
want to become husband and wife, 
according to the one-time Unitarian 
minister who now has gained thou- 
sands of followers of his new creed. 


"People who are marrying have 


a right to understand the contract 
they are making," he declared. "How 
can they if they hear only an eccles- 
iastical ceremony cluttered up with 
theological verbiage, or a legal agree- 
ment, bound down with legal techni 
calities? 


"FOREIGN*" LANGUAGE 


"Perhaps people understood the 


language of the marriage ceremony 
once," he admitted, "but it means 
mighty little today. Young people 
have no Idea what it is all about. A 
minister has to teach them their 
cases, during rehearsal, as though he 
were addressing them in a foreign 
tongue. 


"Take, for instance, such a phrase 


as 'thereunto I plight thee my troth* 
—what does that mean? Apparently 
nothing, for when reading it back, 
the prospective bride or groom usu- 
ally says 'throat' for 'troth.' " 


Dr. Potter would read the service 


in understandable English and it 
would be based upon vows, agreed 
, to by the bride and groom themselves 
supplemented with a talk arranged 
especially for them. 


MAKE OWN AGREEMENT 


Instead, of the customary rehearsal 


before a wedding. Dr. Potter would 
have a talk with the bride and groom 
to be and speak seriously to them on 
the marriage relation, after which he 
•would ask both to write out just what 
they were agreeing to do. 


"A man might write,something like 


this: 'I pledge I will live with Mary 
Smith, that I will respect her rights, 
treat her as a person and not as, 
property and be fair and square with 
her in all things.' 


"That," said the-Humanist leader, 


"is something any man can tinder- 
stand. A woman could make an equal- 
ly simple and understandable vow. 
The minister performing the cere- 
mony can advise arid counsel the 
pair, in equally simple terms. 


"In any ceremony I perform, I 


speak to the couple of their relations 
to their families, their communities 
and their state, stress the importance 
of both voting and properly educat- 
ing their children and emphasize the 
importance of cutlivating a sense of 
humor and a tolerant, 
charitable 


spirit, 
-; "I should say nothing about 
two 


people becoming one, because this Js 
not so. Two people really become 
three, for between them they create a. 
new unit that did not exist before 
them. I stress parity of relationship 
and say nothing about either person 
obeying the other." 


Dr. Potter promises that the new 


ceremonies will be short but 
will 


have nothing to do with the elaborate- 
ness of the wedding or its simplicity, 
as a\ peformance. People can have 
all the flowers, clothes, ribbon bear- 
ers and bridesmaids they want. AH 
he has determined is that the words 
•which bind the two be words that 
mean something in themselves. 


Such a ceremony would be legal, 


in New York, at least, he said, be- 
cause the-law requires only an affir- 
mation in the presence of witnesses

LONG A MINISTER 


Rev. Potter resigned from 
the 


Unitarian Church about a year ago. 
after 25 years as a minister. He an- 
nounced he was going to found a new 
liberal church. He founded the New 
York branch of the Humanist So- 
city, a new religion that is not a cult 
and has no creeds, admits no clergy, 
offers no prayers nor baptism and 
substitutes lectures for sermons. He 
defines it as an'attempt to teach 
people how to get along together. 


At his first meeting. In an assemb- 


ly room at Steinway Hall, 500 were 
turned away. Of the SCO who wedg- 
ed themselves in, 275 signed cards 
acknowledging interest in the new 
belief, 106 applied for charter mem- 
bership and 96 promised financial aid.
